Hickory, the public will be given an opportunity to 
witness a demonstration of the local apparatus, ar- 
ranged by Chief Douglas Kropf as the closing event 
of Wan-en's observance of Fire Prevention Week. 


This should prove interesting as well as instructive 


to young and old, and every citizen should be on hand 
to see the local "smoke eaters" demonstrate hose 
lines, nozzles for hand lines, cellar pipes and dis- 
tributors, as well as the knots used by firemen in 
rescue work and hoisting equipment.
